Community Development Director 
Jack Lam suggested that the sparse at­ 
tendance at Thursday night’s public 
hearing on the Community Development 
Block Grant program was because it was 
competing with the World Series 
telecast. 
Alberta Morgan declared that people 
did not turn out because they were tired 
of not having their suggestions heeded 
and that they probably had a “ What’s the 
use9“ attitude. 
Whatever the reason, only a handful of 
citizens attended the session in the mul­ 
tipurpose room of Lompoc Public 
Library to receive public input on how 
the city should spend the anticipated 
$368,000 in block grant money for the 
1976-77 fiscal year. 
Lam advised the audience, which not 
counting city staff and the press 
numbered about a dozen citizens, that all 
of the suggestions made at the meeting 
would be weighed by the city council 


when it made the final decision on the 
third-year priorities of the CDBG alloca­ 
tion 
Lam noted that there are other con­ 
siderations besides public suggestions 
that the council must take into account, 
such as previous priorities and lim ita­ 
tions as to eligibility of projects 
A question that was not fully resolved 
at the meeting was the status of the 
funding of the Senior Citizen Center. 
Helen Reichert of the Community Action 
Commission Council said she had under­ 
stood that the full $200,000 for the center 
had been allocated — $100,000 from the 
second-year CDBG funds and the 
remainder from an earlier amount set 
aside from revenue sharing funds for a 
facility in Ryon Park. 
Mrs Reichert said she had understood 
that the revenue sharing money has a 
more flexible use and could be switched 
to the city hall project or some other 
program if special grant funds were 
available for funding the senior center. 
She added, however, that it was her un-

China's news agency says 
Mao's widow 'liquidated' 


HONG KONG (U P I) - China s official 
news agency said today Mao Tse-tung’s 
widow and three other radical leaders 
who tried to seize power following Mao’s 
death had been “ liquidated ” It was not 
clear whether the use of the term 
“ liquidated" meant the four had been 
killed. 
The NCNA report also announced the 
appointment of Hua Kuo-feng as new 
chairman of the Communist party and 
said a plot by Mao’s widow and other 
radicals to seize power had been 
crushed 
“ The party central committee headed 
by Chairman Hua Kuo-feng adopted 
resolute and decisive measures to crush 
the counterrevolutionary conspiratorial 
clique and liquidated a bane inside the 
party,” NCNA said. 
Diplomatic analysts and intelligence 
sources said the best available informa­ 
tion indicated the four were still alive, 
although one was believed to have been

There have been numerous reports 
during the past several days that 
Madame Mao, or Chiang Ching, and her 
radical cohorts, known as the “ Shanghai 
M afia," have been executed None of 
these reports has been confirmed. 


There have been few political execu­ 
tions in China. Mao always adopted a 
policy of “ cure the illness to save the 
patient," meaning political opponents he 
purged should be reeducated rather than 
killed. 


Another indication the four might still 
be alive was a phrase saying that persons 
participating in massive demonstrations 
in Peking Thursday vowed to “ fight to 
the finish against the gang of four.’” 


The NCNA report, describing the Pek­ 
ing demonstrations by more than 15 
million persons, said: 
“ The demonstrators enthusiastically 
hailed the great victory in crushing the 
antiparty clique of Wang Hung-wen, 
Chang Chun-chiao, Chiang Ching and Yao 
Wen-yuan and indignantly condemned 
the towering crimes of the gang of four’ 
in plotting to usurp party and state 
power,” NCNA said 
The NCNA listed the accusations 
against the four but did not give any 
specific details of their plot. It said they 
tampered with Mao’s directives, op­ 
posed Mao’s line on ‘‘a series of 
domestic and international questions" 
and violated Mao’s basic principles 
aimed at preserving party unity 
The agency, in the first official confir­ 
mation of Hua’s appointment, said he 
also was named head of the central com­ 
mittee s military commission as well as 
party chairman

Boys’ Club direc­ 
tor who asked for a clarification on the 
senior center funding and Sandy Skinner, 
Girls’ Club director, who asked whether 
any response had been forthcoming from 
the Parks and Recreation Commission to 
a council directive last year to look into 
the youth center need. 
During discussion on the housing 
rehabilitation loan program, established 
in the first year of the CDBG allocation 
and extended by the second year grant, 
assistant Community Development 
Director Mike Kaufman said that there 
had been no use made of the loan funds 
and that only one application had been 
received, 
In answer to audience questions as to 
why the program wasn’t extended to 
other areas of the city, Kaufman pointed 
out that the Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Department of the federal govern­ 
ment had selected the census tract areas 
for the program and that the statistical 
problems involved in justifying to HUD 
an extension of the program were insur­ 
mountable without the addition of more 
staff members. 
Lam, in reviewing what types of 
projects are eligible for CDBG funding, 
noted that service programs are not 
qualified and for that reason the 
paramedics suggestion probably could 
not be considered 
There will be another public hearing on 
November 9 and another opportunity for 
citizen input at the council meeting on 
November 16. The November 9 meeting 
had been announced previously for the 
library but because it would have to be 
held at 5 p.m., due to other use of the 
library facility later that evening, will be 
moved to city hall and held at 7.30 p.m., 
Lam said. 
The final decision on the third-year 
program will be held at the council’s 
meeting on December 7. The staff,

Both cities are paying 16 to 18 per cent 
interest of loans obtained from private 
banks to meet payrolls and payments on 
loans negotiated before the devaluation 
of the peso The loans were for purchase 
of patrol cars, street sweepers and other 
equipment 


In Tijuana. Mayor Fernando Marquez 
Arce said he had appealed to President 
Luis Echeverria Alvarez for emergency 
federal assistance and in Mexicali, 
Mayor Larmando Gallegos said he was 
planning a similar appeal 


The flotation and subsequent 37 per 
cent devaluation of the peso in early 
September forced the cities to pay up to 
40 per cent more for goods and services

Rain throwing damper on weekend ac­ 
tivities

President Ford, bouyed by an 
enthusiastic political pep rally staged on 
the White House lawn, said today he will 
complete an unprecedented political 
comeback by beating Jim m y Carter in 
the Nov. 2 presidential election. 
“ Right today, the polls are so close 
that I think we have an excellent oppor­ 
tunity to pull the political surprise of the 
century and to come back and win," 
Ford told an estimated 1,600 supporters 
who gathered to give him a rousing sen- 
doff for tonight’s final debate with 
Carter in Williamsburg, Va. 
The President, beaming as he addres­ 
sed the crowd of signwaving White 
House staff m em bers, cam paign 
workers and two high school bands, said 
Carter seemed to hold “ an insurmoun­ 
table lead” two months ago. But, he said, 
his campaign has rallied since then to 
cut the gap considerably. 
“ Let me say without any hesitation or 
reservation that we’re going to win Nov. 
2 and we won’t let you down.” he said 
Carter arrived in Williamsburg Thurs­ 
day night to prepare for the debate, 
which will be televised nationally begin­ 
ning at 9:30 p.m EDT 
The Democratic candidate’s campaign 
was given a boost in New York today 
when State Supreme Court Justice John 
Pennock ruled in Albany that indepen­ 
dent presidential candidate Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy should be removed from the state 
ballot. 
The state Democratic Party, fearing 
that McCarthy’s presence on the ballot 
would drain votes from Carter, had 
sought the former Minnesota senator’s 
removal A block of 41 electoral votes is 
at stake in New York. 
Ford and C arter attended the 
traditional Al Smith Memorial Dinner 
for Catholic Charities in New York City 
Thursday night, and lightened the cam­ 
paign pace briefly by poking fun at 
themselves and their opponent 
Ford said he has installed a new lock at 
the White House which is “ Jim m y 
proof ” 
Carter, arriving after Ford left, said 
Cardinal Terence Cooke of New York 
“ gave me some good advice—If I ever 
give another interview on the biblical 
sins of pride and lust, it will be to a 
reporter from ’Our Sunday Visitor ’’’ 
Ford’s New York appearance was the 
start of 13 days of campaign travel that 
will keep him on the road through elec­ 
tion day 
Sources in the Carter campaign said 
Carter leads Ford 47 per cent to 41 per 
cent in a Gallup Poll coming out today. 
And a Carter aide said no candidate with 
a lead as big as his. this late in a 
presidential campaign, has ever lost 


two will battle it out in a William and 
M ary College hall devoted to the 
gentlemen and scholars of Phi Beta Kap­ 
pa. 
The final debate will have no set topic 
— unlike the first two, which were 
devoted to domestic issues and foreign 
and military policy. 
The wide open format, the narrowing 
gap between the two candidates in the 
polls, and the imminence of the election, 
could produce a more lively slugfest than 
formerly beween the President and his 
Georgia challenger. 
Ford will use the debate as a launching 
pad for a barnstorming cross-country 
trip ending in his adopted home town of 
Grand Rapids. Mich., on election day. 
Carter, ahead in the polls, will follow 
his usual campaign schedule of returning 
to Plains. Ga , for a weekend of rest 
before launching a similar hectic last- 
week hop by jet across the nation. 
On the eve of the debate Ford and 
Carter appeared on the same stage — but 
not at the same time — at the annual Al 
Smith dinner for Catholic charities in 
New York City. Both men addressed the 
gala dinner with somewhat gentle 
humor, an election year tradition. 
The debate tonight is a 90-minute af­ 
fair moderated by ABC-TV’s Barbara 
Walters. Neither man seemed to be 
devoting the time to study that both did 
before the earlier confrontations. 
“ I'm having to do less studying of 
statistics and history since I ’ve covered 
the gamut of domestic and defense and 
foreign affairs in preparation for the 
first two debates," Carter said. “ I feel 
good about it.” 
Presidential press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford would study some briefing 
papers Friday afternoon but had no plans 
to change his debating style. “ He’ll be 
himself and answer the questions." Nes- 
sen said

Some Lompoc cable television sub­ 
scribers will have Channel 2 restored by 
November 20 and all of them will have 
this service by December 20, officials of 
TelePrompTer Cable Television told city 
officials Thursday afternoon 
Perry Nash, district manager of 
TelePrompTer, said that equipment 
necessary to take Home Box Office off 
Channel 2 and to filter the transmission 
signal so that HBO nonsubscribers will 
not be able to get the programming has 
been ordered and that work will begin on 
November 20. 
It is necessary to hire special crews to 
make the conversion, Nash said What is 
involved is the installation of converters 
in the homes of the approximately 800 
HBO subscribers and the placement of 
filters on the lines of the other 7,200 
regular cable subscribers. 
When the workers begin, some sub­ 
scribers will get the full channel service 
on the first day, Nash said More will be 
restored to the line every day with the 
changeover due for completion by 
December 20, he added 
The Thursday afternoon gathering at 
City Hall was not an official meeting of 
the City Council Cable Television Com­ 


mittee, it was stressed by Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton, who chairs the com­ 
mittee 
Instead, it was an informal report to a 
portion of the committee by Nash and 
Joe Johnson, manager of the Lompoc 
TelePrompTer office 
Also attending 
were Councilman Charles Ward. City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson and Electrical 
Supt. William Ruffner 
Nash said that TelePrompTer had no 
factual information that the equipment 
used to add HBO to Channel 2 was having 
an adverse effect on reception on other 
channels, but conceded that it was a pos­ 
sibility and that the firm was prepared to 
do something about it 
He stressed that the remedy could not 
be performed overnight, noting that the 
present screening of Channel 2 must be 
removed from each installation not sub­ 
scribing to HBO and the new filters in­ 
stalled. 
The new filters will cost the company 
about $4 each, and the 800 converters, 
which will be attached to each HBO sub­ 
scriber's individual set, w ill cost 
TelePrompTer about $20 each. Nash 
said There will be no additional cost to 
either regular or HBO subscribers at this 


time, however, Nash said 
Those who now receive HBO on Chan­ 
nel 2 will have the option, with the con­ 
verter, of viewing the Home Box Office 
programming on a special mid-channel 
on the VHF dial, or of receiving all 12 
channels on the regular cable service, 
Nash told the city officials 
It is possible to bring HBO in on the 
mid-channel, between Channels 6 and 7. 
without applying to the Federal Com 
munications Commission for a special 
permit, Nash said 
In order to bring HBO in on the mid­ 
channel, it will be necessary to utilize 
one of the five existing microwave units 
now being used by TelePrompTer TTiis 
will necessitate the removal of Channel 9 
from the microwave circuit, said Nash. 
All subscribers will continue to receive 
Channel 9. but not via microwave which 
may have some effect on the reception, 
he conceded 
Nash said that in response to another 
concern voiced at a public meeting on 
cable television service held last month, 
TelePrompTer will add an on-call ser­ 
vice representative who will respond to 
trouble calls until 10 o’clock nightly 
starting November 2

The drive on the part of Santa 
Barbara and other cities in the 
county to correct an estimated 
$2 million tax inequity in regard 
to funding of sheriff’s patrol 
services may be stymied by the 
reported discovery of another 
multimillion dollar tax inequity 
which favors city taxpayers at 
the expense of those in the 
county, it was learned today. 
County financial sources 
refused to comment on the 
rumored new major inequity, 
but inside sources said that 
when it is reported in any tax 
inequity study report it may be 
proved in the area of matching 
the sheriff’s patrol funding in­ 
equity. 
The report emanating from 
County Building sources — who 
said they could not comment 
further at this time — got the 
attention of the County Tax­ 
payers Assn., homeowner 
groups involved in the argu­ 
ment and Santa Barbara city of­ 
ficials, primarily Mayor David 
Shiffman, who with Lompoc 
Mayor Eugene Stevens was suc­ 
cessful in putting the tax in­ 
equity matter before the county 
supervisors. 


Meanwhile, a tax inequity 
study progress report sent to 
the county supervisors by Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson recommends his 
staff prepare a report to the 
supervisors looking at the 
"overall evaluation and major 
issues of tax inequities, rather 
than reviewing one component 
separately.” 
Johnson's office had been 
directed by the board to study 
the matter of tax inequities 
within the county, and ad­ 
ditionally the board has in­ 
quired about possible inequities 
within the South Coast Flood 
Zone, whereby it was reported 
by the taxpayers’ association 


that city areas get a major 
share of projects. 


The supervisors earlier had 
continued the proposal of a 
county service area for sherif­ 
f’s patrol funding to Nov. 8 for 
further discussion. Under this 
plan, if adopted, county 
authorities said a tax shift of 
about $2 million would be 
transferred from shoulders of 
city taxpayers to those of the 
unincorporated areas.

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Highway commission okays 
$1 billion highway budget 


THE BETTER HALF 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
state 
Highway Commission 
backed off from its brouhaha 
with the Brown administration 
in surprisingly amicable fash­ 
ion Thursday, adopting almost 
intact the administration’s $1 
billion highway budget for next 
year. 


An expected tumultuous cli­ 
max to recent clashes between 
the independent commission 
and the administration over 
C alifo rn ia ’s 
road-building 
future fizzled into only a scat­ 
tering of angry words during a 
day-long hearing. The commis­ 
sion vote was 6-1 in favor of the 
budget. 


The only change was the addi­ 
tion of slightly more than $50 
million in extra construction 
projects, which is not neces­ 
sarily as significant as would 
first appear. 
“ We were afraid the action ... 


would be much more drama­ 
tic,” acknowledged state Tran­ 
sportation Director Adriana 
Gianturco. 
Im portantly, the budget 
leaves intact the administra­ 
tion's higher emphasis on 
highway rehabilitation, main­ 
tenance, bicycle lanes and noise 
control for the 1977-78 fiscal 
year. 
Throughout the bitter verbal 
battle that has raged for weeks, 
the commission left the clear 
impression it would not accept 
the administration’s highway 
proposal.

money spent on new construc­ 
tion and less on rehabilitation 
and the other items.

DESTREHAN, La. (UPI) - 
Divers using sophisticated 
sonar today recovered a body 
from one of 31 cars hurled into 
the Mississippi River in the 
collision of the ferryboat 
George Prince and Norwegian 
oil tanker Frosta. 


The victim raised the con­ 
firmed death toll in the Wednes­ 
day river accident to 23 with at 
least 52 reported missing. A dis­ 
aster coordinator feared the 
final toll would be more than 
100. 


The Coast Guard, meantime, 
announced a one day delay in 
the start of its formal inquiry 
into the collision. 


“ We just didn’t get every­ 
thing together quick enough to 
hold it today,” said a Coast 
Guard spokesman 
“ We have 
witnesses and photographs and 
everything to get together We 
just got the photographs of the 
inside of the ferry last night 


He said the hearing before a 
board of four flag officers 
would begin at 9 a.m. Saturday. 
A state police spokesman said 
the latest body was discovered 
“ about 50 yards from the center 
of the river from the Luling 
launch They are continuing to 
search the area.” 
Salvage crews feared they 
might never locate the cars in 
the constantly shifting river 
silt. Divers were delayed by a 
thick fog, but announced at 
midmorning that their sonar 
had located a large number of 
metal ojeets on the river bot­ 
tom near the crash scene. 
State police said the objects 
were the cars. “ We just sent off 
to the hospital for body tags,” a 
spokesman said 
“ It's my feeling the death toll 
is going to go over 100.” said

The projects added by the 
commission included $7.2 m il­ 
lion to begin construction of 11 
miles of the San Jose-Morgan 
Hill Freeway in place of the 
roadway commonly known as 
“ blood alley” and $25 million 
for the first stage of a five-mile 
gap in the S im i V a lle y 
Freeway 
Also added was $11 million 
for a stretch of highway 194 in 
Riverside County, known local­ 
ly as 15 East. Additionally, two 
interchanges were added. $6 
m illion for rem oval of a 
stoplight intersection on high­ 
way 99 in Delhi. $16 million for 
the Devore Road undercrossing 
to route 94 in San Bernardino 
County. 
Almost half of the $1 billion 
budget comes from the federal 
government and the other share

Tunney says boycott 
is 'act of war' 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
United States should view any 
future Arab oil boycott as “ an 
act of war” and retaliate with 
harsh economic sanctions, Sen. 
John V. Tunney said Thursday. 
The first-term senator, bat­ 
tling for re-election against 
Republican S I Hayakawa, said 
the United States should consid­ 
er severe moves such as freez­ 
ing all Arab investments in this 
country if a second boycott oc­ 
curs. 


But Tunney said he did not 
agree with those “ who have 
missiles bristling in their teeth 
and hair” and want to threaten 
a “ quick (m ilitary) strike” in 
Arab countries to seize oil 
production facilities 


He said the United States had 
sufficient means for “ serious 
economic retaliation” without 
military warfare. He said he 
did not think that such moves 
would force Arab nations to as­ 
sociate more closely with the 
Soviet Union 
The senator said the “ Shah of 
Iran was put into power by the 
CIA" and “ wouldn’t be secure 


for 10 minutes if there was a 
heavy Soviet influence in Iran.” 
He also said the ruling royal 
family in oil-rich Saudi Arabia 
would be reluctant to cooperate 
with the Russians because it is 
vulnerable to social upheaval 
which could be spawned by 
Soviet influence. 
In a speech to the Science and 
Technology Exposition, Tunney 
also called for a sharp reduc­ 
tion in federal spending to 
develop nuclear power. He said 
the government instead should 
increase funding for develop­ 
ment of solar, geothermal and 
recycling technologies. 
“ Right now we are spending 
81 per cent of our federal 
research and development 
budget on nuclear energy," he 
said, adding it was impossible 
to develop alternative energy 
sources “ when our federal 
budget is so lopsidedly oriented 
to nuclear power.” 
He also called for consolida­ 
tion of all energy-related 
federal agencies into a single 
government unit which should 
emphasize energy conserva­ 
tion

50 pharmacies 
get $13 million 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Nearly $13 million was paid to 
50 California pharmacies for 
Medi-Cal prescriptions last 
year with the largest payment 
of $528,639 going to a Hollywood 
drug store, the Department of 
Health says. 
Department spokesman Bob 
Nance Thursday said most of 
the 50 stores were in low in­ 
come neighborhoods or were 
either in or adjacent to large 
hospitals. 
Release of the list followed by 
one day announcement by 
Health Director Dr. Jerome 
Lackner that 30 per cent of 390 
pharmacies in the $2.2 billion 
Medi-Cal program for the 
needy overcharged the state for 
prescriptions. 
Lackner said a 44-member 
team would analyze Medi-Cal 
records in an effort to curb 
abuse. 
Nance insisted there was no 
evidence that any of the phar­ 
macies on the list of those 
receiving more than $175,000 
had overcharged the state for 
Medi-Cal prescriptions. 
The top 50 druggists received 
$12.99 million, but Nance was 
unable to provide a total for 
how much Medi-Cal money is 


spent for prescriptions each 
year. 
Garfield Prescription in Hol­ 
lywood received $528,639, the 
department said, it was fol­ 
lowed by Owl Rexall Drugs, in 
Lomita, $487,727; Rush Phar­ 
macy, 
Glendale, $466,256; 
Daven Drug, Los Angeles, 
$436,212, and Galloways Phar­ 
macy, San Diego, $431,366. 
The list showed payments 
only to single locations of 
stores. The names of well- 
known statewide chains were 
not represented on the list. 
The University of California 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co was paid $225,576; Sac­ 
ramento Medical Center, part 
of the University of California 
at Davis, $222,290; and Univer­ 
sity Hospital of San Diego 
received $204,043. 
A state investigation found 
that 130 pharmacies of 390 drug 
stores checked warranted fur­ 
ther scrutiny. Thirty of those so 
far have been checked, said 
John Larrea, chief of the field 
service section of the depart­ 
ment. 
Eleven stores were asked to 
return the money, ranging from 
$2,000 
to 
$20,000, 
for 
overcharges to the state.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
greyhound racing initiative on 
the Nov. 2 ballot could force the 
spending of more state funds 
than could be produced by the 
measure for charities. Attorney 
General 
Evelle Younger 
says 
Younger, an opponent of 
Prop. 13 which would legalize 
greyhound dog racing in 
California, Thursday said "se­ 
veral questions” are raised by 
Article 9 of the measure, which 
proposes a mechanism to dis­ 
tribute 4.5 per cent of net racing 
revenues to 13 specified types 
of charitable causes. 
He said an analysis of his 
staff indicates that "in only two 
of the 13 charitable causes is a 
specific agency listed as trustee 
to distribute money. 
"It is possible under this in­ 
complete format that state 
general fund money would have 
to be expended to create staff­ 
ing to administer these funds, 
and that costs to the state could 
exceed any possible benefit to 
charities." 
Younger said Article 9 raises 
a serious policy question on 
whether the legislature and 
voters should select some 
charities over others to receive 
state money. 
The attorney general is 
responsible for enforcing trusts 
established for charitable pur­ 
poses and to supervise all 
charitable organizations in the 
state. 


defense motion that Adamson 
could not get a fair trial 
because of publicity, announced 
his surprise ruling at a hurried­ 
ly called 10-minute hearing and 
ordered a new trial by Dec. 20. 
He then dismissed the 75 
remaining prospective jurors. 
Adamson, 32, a thick-set,

Cook noted that the tem­ 
porary permit would expire 
December, 1978 
District officials said that is­ 
suance of the permit will 
provide not only for removal of 
the present standby and 
emergency use status of the 
well located along the Santa 
Ynez River but would aid the 
district in offering expanded 
service within the district as 
well as areas which have sought 
water and which are not in­ 
cluded in the district. 
It is believed that "can and 
will serve" accommodations 
can be provided now that the 
permit has been issued within a 
period of the next two weeks. 
In the meantime, the district 
is working on a timetable for 
major improvements to the 
system and is making minor 
improvements immediately. 
As a condition of receiving 
the permit, the district has for­ 
mally agreed to reseal from the 
ground surface to the top of the 
existing annual seal at the well 
site, to construct a concrete 
pedestal at the site of the well; 
to install a chlorination system 
and to install a meter and in­ 
crease the loop distribution 
system between La Lata Place 
and Dawn Drive to improve the 
pressure system on La Lata 
Drive 


Engineers representing the 
district have submitted plans 
and specifications for the 
overall project for a loan under 
the California Safe Drinking 
Water Bond Act of 1976. The ap­ 
plication was made Sept. 15 and 
Cook said information on the 
loan bid should be received by 
the district by the end of the 
month. 
The entire project calls for 
the drilling of a new well as 
well as expansion of a reservoir 
north of town. 
A request submitted by 
Michael Pahos, county parks 
director, that the district take 
over operation of the Buellton 
Parkway was turned down by 
the board. 
Pahos told the board that 
members of the Park Commis­ 
sion felt that a saving in county 
expenditures could be made if 
the BCSD assumed respon­ 
sibility of the parkway, also 
known as the Avenue of Flags. 
Pahos contended that the peo­ 
ple using the Avenue of Flags 
were primarily residents of the 
area and should bear the cost 
He pointed out that about $8,000 
was expended annually by his

about helping pay for other 
county parks. Directors also 
stressed that water for the 
parkway lawn was provided 
without charge to the county by 
the district.

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W ait till next year, says the winner 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Hailed by their manager as the clas­ 
siest team in all sports, the Cincinnati Reds are champions 
of the world for the second straight year and are baseball’s 
obvious dynasty of the future. 
The winners of four pennants in seven years and the first 
National League team since the 1921-’22 New York Giants to 
win two straight World Series, the Reds will be even 
stronger in 1977 than in 1976, according to Manager Sparky 
Anderson. 
“We’ll be better next year because Johnny Bench is on the 
way back,” said Anderson Thursday night, after the Reds 
completed a four-game sweep of the New York Yankees with 
a 7-2 victory, ” ... and because some of our young players 
should develop will make us stronger.’’ 


Anderson shrugged off suggestions of a dynasty — which, 
in fact already exists — with the comment: “The Dodgers 
will be on our backs right from the start next April... we’ll 


have our hands full with them.” 
The Reds, who will hold their victory party in Cincinnati 
tonight, wrapped it up Thursday night with Bench driving in 
five runs with two homers and Gary Nolan and Will 
McEnaney combining to hold the Yankees to eight hits, in­ 
cluding four by Thurman Munson. McEnaney, who also 
closed out the 1975 World Series against the Boston Red Sox, 
took over with two out and one on and the Reds leading by 
only 3-2, in the seventh inning, and didn’t allow a hit the rest 
of the way. 
The victory went to Nolan, with McEnaney picking up a 
save. Ed Figueroa was the loser although he pitched effec­ 
tively until the Reds’ Series-clinching four-run outburst in 
the ninth. 
The first of Munson’s four singles and Chris Chambliss’ 
double sent the Yankees off to a 1-0 lead in the first inning. 
But the Reds took a 3-1 lead in the fourth on Joe Morgan’s 
walk and stolen base, a single by George Foster and the first 


of Bench’s homers. Bench, voted the Series’ most valuable 
player, wound up with a .533 batting average — the fourth 
highest in Series history. 
The Yankees inched to within a run in the fifth inning on 
Mickey Rivers’ single and stolen base and Munson’s third 
single and it was still a tight game as Figueroa went into the 
Reds’ ninth. 


Figueroa walked both Tony Perez and Driessen, however, 
and Dick Tidrow was brought out of the bullpen. Perez took 
third as Foster flied to center field and then Bench hit his se­ 
cond homer to give the Reds a 6-2 lead. Doubles by Cesar 
Geronimo and Dave Concepcion made it 7-2 and made the 
Yankees’ nintlj inning anticlimactic to the most diehard New 
York fan. 


“I wanted this team to show the fans around the country 
just how good it really is,” said Anderson after the game. 
“This club has more class than any other team in sports. I 


mean on the field ... in the clubhouse ... in the hotel lobby ... 
it is the classiest team in all sports.” 
The extravagant claim by Anderson is understandable and 
yet debatable. For this Reds’ dynastic team has not really 
performed that well in World Series competition compared 
to other multiple pennant winners in baseball history. 
Even with their two straight world championships and the 
four straight sweep of the Yankees, the Reds have won just 
two of four Series, in which they’ve played, and stand 12-11 in 
games won and lost. No fewer than 10 other multiple pennant 
winners have performed better in Series competition beginn­ 
ing with the 1936-’43 Yankees and 1949-’53 Yankees, who were 
6-1 and 2-59 and 5-0 and 20-8, respectively, in Series play. 
It was a night of embarrassment for the Yankees, who won 
their first American League pennant since 1964 and beat the 
Kansas City Royals in the playoffs. Manager Billy Martin 
and Munson admitted as much and stopped there. 
What else could they say, after they said they were sorry?

Munson hurt 
by Sparky's 
faint praise 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Thurman 
Munson waited a long time to play in a 
World Series — seven seasons, to be 
precise — and when he finally got his 
chance, the Reds eliminated his New 
York Yankees in four quick games. 
Munson, the prime candidate for 
American League Most Valuable Player 
honors, was embarrassed by the four- 
game sweep. But what embarrassed him 
more was what Reds’ Manager Sparky 
Anderson had to say after the game 
while the two men were standing within 
three feet of each other on the speaker’s 
platform in a makeshift press room in 
the catacombs under Yankee Stadium. 
Asked what he thought of the All-Star 
Yankee catcher, Anderson said: 
“Thurman is an outstanding hitter, one 
of the best we’ve seen all year. There’s 
no question he would lût .300 in our 
league. 
“But don’t embarrass anybody, don’t 
compare anyone to Bench.” 
That last remark stung Munson like no 
other this season, a season in which he 
hit 302 with 105 RBIs. He was far and 
away the best Yankee in the short series, 
batting .526, driving in one run and scor­ 
ing the other Thursday night in the 7-2 
fourth game loss to the Reds. 
“For me to be belittled after my 
season, after my series,” Munson said, 
“it hurts. I don’t apppreciate having it 
rubbed in my face. 
“I never compared myself to Johnny 
Bench, you guys in the press did. I can 
hit to right, I can hit with anybody. We 
have a good team. I’m embarrassed to 
lose in four straight but I’m not em­ 
barrassed with this team. I just don’t ap­ 
preciate it rubbed in my face by a man 
I’m standing right next to.” 
Munson got a hit in each of his last six 
at-bats in the Series, including a four-for- 
four performance in the final game, to 
tie a 52-year-old record held by Goose 
Goslin of the Washington Senators for 
consecutive World Series hits. 
The Series ended with Munson in the 
on-deck circle, deprived of a chance to 
become the first player ever to pick up 
five hits in one World Series game. 
Big Series 
makes Bench 
feel better

The press box is as American as Apple 
Pie and Mom. There it sits, high atop the 
grandstand of every football stadium in 
our land. Like the bridge on a naval ship, 
the press box is the vital nerve center of 
a football game. 
Press box is a good name. They could 
have called it something macho, like 
“eagle’s roost” or “crow’s nest,” but 
hardly any of the guys who work there 
look like John Wayne or Clint Eastwood. 
If the government ran the press box, it 
would be called the “media and com­ 
munications coordination and observa­ 
tion control center.” 
The press box can be anything from a 
splintery old bench with a roof, to a 
plushly carpeted penthouse with a view. 
The press box at Huyck Stadium is a 
pretty good one. It shields those inside 
from booming tubas, rowdy fans and 
rain, which is about all you should really 
expect from a press box. 
Turn around and take a look. While 
you’re sitting back enjoying the game, 
those guys up there are working furious­ 
ly at a variety of important jobs that 
make the total game experience more 
enjoyable for you. 
Here is the press box lineup, from left 
to right across the fishbowl window: 
home team spotters, home town radio 
team, local sportswriter, PA (public ad­ 
d ress) sp o tter, PA announcer, 
scoreboard operator, visiting town 
press, visiting radio crew, visiting team 
spotters. 
Up on top are the camera 
crews. 
Note that the home team people and 
the visiting team people are seated at 
separate ends of the booth. This is to 
prevent bloodshed. In theory, the press 
box is a place for people to do their jobs 
in a businesslike manner. 
“No cheering in the press box,” is the 
unwritten rule of journalism. 
Forget it. There is plenty of cheering 
in the press box. And yelling, whooping, 
screaming, crying and jumping up and 
down. And that’s before the game starts. 


Last year a local radio announcer dis­ 
agreed with a penalty called against the 
home team. He tossed down his mike, 
stormed out of the box and shouted his 
opinion down to the referee. 


But the most exciteable breed in the 
press box is the spotter. Spotters are as­ 
sistant coaches who relay observations 
and information down to the coaches on 
the sidelines, via telephone. 


Some spotters, like Lompoc’s Bob 
Caouette, are cool. Many spotters are 
not. My favorite all-time spotting team 
was a couple of young coaches from St. 
Bernard High, when that school played 
at Lompoc a couple years ago. 


They worked themselves into a frenzy, 
screaming obscenities, pulling their hair 
and kicking their chairs like two war 
prisoners being tortured for information. 
I wondered how much useful informa­ 
tion the red-eared guy on the other end of 
the phone was getting from coded mes­ 
sages like. “&$%•*+!!” 


If the team had been as charged up as 
the spotters, they probably would have 
picked up the team bus and hurled it at

Conqs vs. Saints 
Tonight's game all in the mind

Psychologists could have a field day trying to figure 
the odds on tonight’s football game between the 
Cabrillo Conqs and Santa Maria Saints at Huyck 
Stadium (8 p.m. kickoff). 
How well both teams have weathered recent 
emotional crises may well have as much to do with the 
outcome of the game as how well each team can pass 
and block and tackle. 
Let’s take the case of the Conqs first. In terms of 
raw talent, they suffered a crushing blow when 10 of 
their players, including seven starters, quit the team 
after the third preleague game. 
The question is, have the Conqs made up for the loss 
of players by gaining an improved attitude, a stronger 
“team” feeling? 
The Conq coaching staff believes 
that this is exactly what has happened. 
The “new Conqs” were a bomb in their debut, losing 
to little Bishop Diego, 21-12. But they bounced back 
last week with an easy 27-14 win over Arroyo Grande. 
The loss to Bishop could be explained away as a 
period of adjustment. And the win over a weak Arroyo 
Grande team doesn’t prove that the Conqs are a title 
contender. 
Tonight’s game should be the big test for the “new 
Conqs.” 


It will also be a test for the Saints, who have gone 
from powerhouse to the poorhouse in two short weeks. 
Santa Maria won its first three games of the season, 
beating some fairly good clubs fairly convincingly and 
earning notice in the 3-A rankings. 
Then, two weeks ago the Saints lost a last-minute 
heartbreaker to Gardena, 8-7. And last week, though 
playing less than super, came close to beating the 
Lompoc Braves in the league opener, but lost 13-7.

“They (the Saints) have to win the rest of their 
games,” says Lompoc coach Mike Warren. “They’ve 
lost two hard-hitting games in a row, and we might see 
what kind of kids Santa Maria has.” 
It seems fairly certain that any team that loses two 
league games will be out of the running for the cham­ 
pionship. In other words, the Saints must win tonight. 
If the Conqs win, they would have a very good 
chance of getting to the league’s final game, against 


Lompoc, with a 4-0 record, making for an exciting City 
Series game. 
Another possible psychological factor tonight is the 
series history between Cabrillo and Santa Maria. The 
Conqs have to be aware that they are winless against 
Santa Maria in this decade. 
After tie games in ’70 and ’71, Santa Maria won four 
straight, including last year’s thrill-packed 33-32 win. 
The two teams have played each other 10 times, with 
Santa Maria holding a 5-2 advantage, with three ties. 
The Saints are not an awesome offensive team this 
season 
In 48 scrimmage plays against Lompoc they 
picked up just 102 yards, an average of just over two 
yards a play. 
“They haven’t really been that impressive so far 
moving the ball,” said Conq coach Ed Knowles. “The 
big thing is that we’ve got to prevent their defense 
from scoring.” 
What success the Saints have had on offense has 
been mostly in the passing department, with quarter­ 
back Tim Domingues throwing to a variety of 
receivers. And, with Santa Maria's strong offensive 
line, it’s not easy to put heat on Domingues. 
The Conqs are 1-0 with Derek Avillanoza at quarter­ 
back Derek took over the position last week and hit 3- 
for-6 passing for 107 yards 


NEW YORK (UPI) - To have his 
team compared on the same level with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers and New York 
Yankees of the 1950s is satisfaction 
enough for Cincinnati Manager Sparky 
Anderson after the Reds completed a 
four-game sweep of the New York 
Yankees and became the first National 
League team in 54 years to win back-to- 
back World Series. 
Yet, to Johnny Bench and Will 
McEnaney, the hitting and pitching 
heroes of Thursday night’s 7-2 Series- 
clinching triumph, their contributions 
were a vindication for what could have 
been a lost season. 
“This was my greatest performance,” 
said Bench, who hit a two-run homer in 
the fourth inning to put the Reds ahead, 3- 
2, and then added a three-run shot in the 
ninth, to finish the Yankees for good. “I 
had some physical problems during the 
season with which I had to deal, but I 
don’t want to make any excuses.” 
Similarly, 1976 was not a season to 
remember for McEnaney, who, a year 
after his 1975 rookie success, was only 2- 
6 with a most unimpressive 4 88 earned 
run average During the crucial last two 
months of the seasons, he was seldom 
used by Anderson. 
Thursday night, however, he came on 
to relieve starter Gary Nolan with two 
out in the seventh and completed the 
Reds’ overall series bullpen effort of not 
allowing a run to the Yankees 


The general atmosphere of the press 
box varies, depending upon which local 
school is in charge.

Erving signs with 76ers 
Pair of upsets 
SB tourney 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Julius Erv­ 
ing, the man they call “Dr. J,” sat under 
the glare of hot television lights after 
signing a reported six-year, 13 million 
contract with the Philadelphia 76ers. 


The 76ers, in making Erving the 
highest paid player in pro basketball 
history Thursday, paid the New York 
Nets $3 million — the highest sale price 
in professional sports history — for the 
right to sign the 6-6 superstar after winn­ 
ing a five-team tug-of-war for his ser­ 
vices. 


Erving, 26, held out after the Nets 
refused to renegotiate his contract and 
club owner Roy Boe says he granted the 
76ers, New York Knicks, Los Angeles 
Lakers, Milwaukee Bucks and Buffalo 


Braves permission to talk with Erving. 


It is hoped Erving can bring a National 
Basketball Association championship to 
this long-suffering franchise, the first 
since 1967 and the glory days of Wilt 
Chamberlain. But at a news conference 
Thursday night, “the Doctor” still had 
memories of New York and the team he 
had led to two American Basketball 
Association championships 


“I felt my position (regarding the 
Nets) was a just and right one,” Erving 
said in defending his holdout. “I was 
promised considerations that weren’t 
lived up to. When training camp started, 
there was no indication they were going 
to be lived up to, and I chose not to play.” 
The acquisition of Erving gives the 


76ers one of the finest front-court 
twosomes in NBA history. George 
McGinnis, who was named ABA Co- 
Player of the Year with Erving in 1975, 
mans the other forward. 
Erving, however, doesn’t think the un­ 
precedented pairing will force the 76ers 
to come down the floor with two basket­ 
balls 
“I don’t anticipate having any trouble 
playing with Big George or the other 
players,” he said.

Nuclear 
shutdown 
rejected 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion rejected the advice of a 
reactor engineer who recom­ 
mended shutting down 36 
nuclear power plants for fear 
that inadvertently overpres­ 
surized water cooling systems 
might lead to a serious acci­ 
dent. 
Ronald M 
Fluegge. who 
resigned Thursday from the 
NRC effective today, said 16 
plants in 10 states already have 
been overpressurized at least 
once since 1969 Two at Indian 
Point, N Y., were overpressu­ 
rized last month, he said. 
“ Without prompt corrective 
action, it is inevitable, given 
the frequency of inadvertent 
overpressurization 
incidents, 
that a catastrophic rupture will 
occur,” Fluegge told a news 
conference. 
The massive steel pressure 
vessels house a reacto r’s 
nuclear fuel. A failure of that 
containment system, Fluegge 
said, could set the stage for a 
large scale release of radioac­ 
tive materials 
Benard C Rusche, director of 
the NRC’s office of nuclear 
pow er 
re g u la tio n , 
acknowledged some reactors 
had been overpressurized while 
starting up, but said there are 
wide margins of safety and the 
incidents have not warranted 
halting the reactors. 
“ I see no basis, when I con­ 
sider the seriousness or the 
gravity of the situation, to 
suggest that these reactors 
need to be shut down,“ Rusche 
said at a later news conference. 
“ I likewise recognize that the 
matters that have been identi­ 
fied need attention.” 
He said the NRC sent letters 
in August to power plant 
operators directing them to 
change procedures to reduce 
the chance of an overpressuri­ 
zation 
He also directed the 
operators and reactor manufac­ 
turers to recommend modifica­ 
tions that will eliminate the 
hazard 
“ I believe the course of ac­ 
tion and the timing that we 
have set in motion gives me 
first, as my own intellectual 
and honest obligation to myself, 
and to you and to the public 
broadly full assurance the reac­ 
tors that are now operating do 
provide adequate margins of 
safety," he told reporters. 
Rusche said the reactors 
would be modified within a year 
to prevent such overpress­ 
urization 
Thirty-six of the nation’s 62 
* nuclear power plants have pres­ 
surized water cooling systems.

Hydrogen peroxide 
bleaches out stain

DEAR POLLY — My off-white painter’s pants were 
put on the furnace to dry and were forgotten. There is a 
fairly large scorch mark on the back of one leg I con­ 
sidered dyeing them but there seems to be no off-white 
or white dye to be found. If you have any suggestions I 
would surely appreciate hearing them. — MELINDA. 
DEAR MELINDA — If the fabric fibers are burned, 
there really is d o hope for your pants. But if it is only a 
stain oo the fabric, place a cloth dampened with 
hydrogen peroxide over the stain. Then put a dry clean 
cloth over that and press with a warm iron. When the 
top pressing cloth becomes stained change to a fresh dry 
one and repeat until stain disappears. Rinse pants well. 
Another method is to use blench — one tablespoon of 
bleach to a quart of water. Soak fifteen or twenty 
minutes and then wash and rinse thoroughly. Of course, 
the type bleach will depend on the type of fabric in the 
pants. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those people who i 
allow small children to ride in cars with their heads and arms 
extended out of the windows or against the rear door of a sta­ 
tion wagon This could be the cause of a fatal accident or 
result in the loss of eyes or limbs — MRS L.J.G.

EUREKA (UPI) - A résolu- 
tion urging designated areas on 
private farms where union 
organizers may meet with field 
workers was adopted Thursday 
by the 700 voting delegates at­ 
tending the 104th annual state 
Grange convention. 


The five-day meeting which 
drew some 1,500 persons, con­ 
cludes Friday with election of 
officers. 


Resolutions adopted included 
a possible alternative to Propo­ 
sition 14 on the November 
ballot which, among other 
things, would pave the way for 
union workers to go on farms 
during certain times of the day. 
In place of the controversial ac­ 
cess ruling the Grange favors 
‘‘creating a mutually ageeable 
designated area on the farm 
where farm workers may meet 
with union representatives if 
they wish.” 


On other issues, the Grange 
pointed to millions of dollars 
lost in perishable crops during a 
cannery workers strike this 
year and voted support of 
legislation which would outlaw 
such action during harvesting.

Namgyal was found uncon­ 
scious in his palace in the 
Himalayan state capital of 
Gangtok Tuesday after taking 
an overdose of sleeping pills 
complicated by its mixture with 
alcohol. He was admitted to a 
Calcutta Nursing home where 
he has remained since.

Talwar said in a teiepnone in­ 


terview from Calcutta that ‘‘un­ 
til the time he (Namgyal) 
regains consciousness, he must 
be regarded as seriously ill.” 
Talwar said hundreds of 
friends and relatives had come 
to Calcutta or had sent mes­ 
sages to the former Chogyal, 
but he is allowed no visitors ex­ 
cept for his mother, a son and a 
sister. 
Namgyal became king in 
1963, about a year after he 
married New York socialite 
Hope Cooke. The storybook 
marriage broke up in 1973 and 
his wife returned to the United 
States with their two children. 
Sikkim had been an Indian 
protectorate since 1950.

Taxpayers sweeten pot 


WASHINGTON - Gambling is the 
nation’s most lucrative business, with a 
staggering $67 billion annual turnover, 
the largest source of revenue for 
organized crime. 
Yet last year, the 
Treasury Department didn’t start a tax 
audit on a single gambler. 
It permitted literal­ 
ly hundreds of millions 
of dollars in gambling 
taxes to go unpaid. 
The honest taxpayers, 
o f 
c o u r s e , 
w e r e 
required to make up 
the difference. 
The gambling tax 
laws weren’t enforced 
last year, it turns out. 
b e c a u s e 
of 
b u reau cratic 
buck 
passing. 
Two of the 
Treasury's 
enforce­ 
ment agen cies, the 
Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice and the Bureau of 
A lc o h o l, T o b a c c o 
and Firearms waited all year for each 
other to do the investigative work 
The snafu developed in December, 
1974 Previously, the IRS had the respon­ 
sibility to see that gamblers paid their 
wagering taxes. 
The law requires 
professional gamblers to buy a $500 oc­ 
cupational tax stamp each year and to 
pay a 2 per cent excise tax on their take. 
But IRS Commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander, curiously, wanted to shift the 
responsibility to ATF, which has no tax 
specialists This was opposed by the IRS 
intelligence director, John Olzewski, 
whose agents have the skills to nail the 
tax-evading gamblers. 
Then in late December. 1974, Olzewski 
took a vacation. 
While he was gone, 
Alexander signed a memo authorizing 
the transfer. 
He also persuaded 
Treasury Secretary William Simon to 
make it official. 
That ended the enforcement of the 
gambling tax laws for the next year. The 
Justice Department got 900 gambling 
convictions in 1975. State and local 
authorities made another 13,000 arrests, 
more or less. Almost all the convicted 
gamblers owed back taxes. 
The Justice Dept, routinely forwarded 
the cases to the IRS for tax assessment. 
But the IRS ignored them all last year. 
Alexander claimed that ATF had the 
responsibility to investigate the failure 
of these gamblers to pay their wagering 
taxes. 
Justice complained bitterly that the 
IRS wasn’t cooperating. 
An internal 
Justice memo charged that the IRS 
wasn’t even bothering to keep statistics 
on strike force gambling cases. 
Finally, Rep Charles Vanik, D-Ohio, 
who heads the House IRS oversight sub­ 
com m ittee, brought the problem to 
Sim on’s attention. 
The Treasury 
Secretary immediately ordered the IRS 
to continue their tax assessment respon­ 
sibility for 1976. 
Some shocking statistics dramatize, 
meanwhile, how the gamblers are defy­ 
ing the law 
The definition of a gambler 
is somewhat vague under the law 
But 
with certain exceptions, anyone who 
earns more that $500 a year from gambl­ 
ing is supposed to pay the special gambl­ 
ing taxes 
Yet across the nation, only 1,297 
gamblers have purchased their federal 
occupational stamp. If these figures are 
to be believed, there are only three 
professional gamblers in New York, only 
three in Florida There are none at all in 
Arizona, Colorado, Connecticut, Hawaii 
and New Jersey 
Even the gambling 
state of Nevada has only 120 registered 
gamblers. 
Clearly, there are wholesale viola­ 
tions IRS now has the responsibility for 
tax assessm ent ATF still is supposed to 
take the criminal cases Neither agency 
is doing its job They blame one another, 


and both blame the Treasury Dept. 
Meanwhile, the IRS has been hounding 
honest citizens for back taxes while the 
gam blers escaped enforcem ent and 
hundreds of millions of dollars slipped 
through the Treasury’s fingers. 
Footnote: 
It is possible that the IRS 
audited the taxes of some gamblers last 
year as part of its income tax audits. 
There were no audits, however, of 
gambling tax cases 
The voluntary 
revenue from gambling taxes for the 
first nine months of 1975, incidentally, 
amounted to an insignificant tax rate of 
less than 1 per cent. 
AID TO SMUGGLERS: Reports have 
reached Washington that Thailand’s 
military brass have provided helicopters 
from the U nited S tates to rescue 
wounded drug smugglers 
The smugglers have been wounded in 
the opium skirmishes in the ‘‘Golden 
Triangle,” the remote, rugged moun­ 
tainous area of Burma. Thailand and 
Laos where the opium armies hide out 
For 30 years, they have been fighting 
m iniwars, 
negotiating treaties and 
financing their opium operations like 
sovereign states. 
The most formidable opium armies 
are com m anded by two legendary 
generals known as “Li” and 
“Tuan” , 
both N ationalist C hinese brigands 
familiar with the tricky trails and deep 
gorges of the ‘‘Golden Triangle.” 
They have had trouble getting medical 
treatment for their injured troops after 
opium skirmishes 
As a result, the 
trained troops under their commands 
have dwindled. 
But Rep. 
Lester Wolff, D -N Y , 
chairman of the House Narcotics Com­ 
mittee. has learned that the two opium 
generals are now being assisted by high 
Thai military authorities 
According to 
Wolff's information, the Thai brass have 
used U S helicopters to conduct hospital 
lifts for the injured opium troops Once 
healed, the men make their way back to 
the mountains 
The new military junta in Thailand 
reportedly is more sympathetic to the 
drug smugglers than was the deposed 
elected government, which was beginn­ 
ing to cooperate with the U S in curtail­ 
ing the flow of heroin from the “Golden 
Triangle.”

With the approval of his 
employer he resigned this position on 
January 1.

received his Ph D degree in August, 1975 
He has maintained an active interest in 
local educational and political affairs 
and during his absences he always main­ 
tained his legal residency in Lompoc 
I consider this County fortunate to 
have such a candidate running for the 


them. He is also offering us, the voters, 
his complete full time attention to the 
job of Supervisor. 
I trust that this reply will put at rest 
the questions about Mr. Hedlund’s 
background and qualifications for 
County Supervisor.

The President of Venezuela is not un­ 
like Hubert Humphrey — enthusiastic, 
loquacious, warm, with an appetite for 
life and office unrivaled by the con­ 
spicuous leaders of this hemisphere. He 
is, moreover — again like Humphrey — a 
superb salesman. There is to begin with 
his conviction that he has taken the 
proper m easure of 
most problems. And 
apart from that, he 
communicates with a 
jaunty lucidity that in­ 
corporates the best of 
th e w e l l o r d e r e d 
academic mind, while 
rejecting any dreary 
traces of pedantry. 
CAP, as they call 
Carlos Andres Perez, 
was born to talk to 
people; to lead. As 
head of the Accion 
D em ocratica, 
he is 
President for two and 
a half years more. 
Then, under the laws 
of Venezuela, he must 
step aside for ten years before running 
for office again. In ten years he’ll be 
younger than Senator Humphrey is now, 
and I take the opportunity at this mo­ 
m ent in Senator H um phrey’s con­ 
valescence to predict that twelve and 
one-half years from now, Humphrey will 
attend the second inaugural of President 
CAP. 
The achievements of Mr. Perez are. all 
things considered, quite phenomenal. It 
isn’t every day that the leader of a 
foreign country nationalizes something 
on the order of 150 billion dollars worth 
of oil, paying one billion dollars to the 
people who discovered that oil and 
capitalized its developm ent, — and 
leaves them if not exactly smiling, at 
least not mutinous. President Perez’s 
formula for arriving at a compensatory 
price was marvelous. He reimbursed the 
oil companies for the cost of their drill­ 
ing rates and refineries, taking the posi­ 
tion that the oil itself was at no time the 
property of the oil investors. 
It reminds one of the enchanting story 
by Alexander Woollcott about the French 
cadet who won the regimental pool and 
spent a night with Paris’s most attrac­ 
tive. well, poule. The next morning she 
asked how he had come on the five thou­ 
sand francs necessary to buy her ser­ 
vices for the night, and he confessed that 
his one thousand fellow cadets had 
organized a lottery, each man con­ 
tributing five francs, the winner to spend 
th e 
n i g h t 
w i t h 
t h e 
r e n o w n e d 
mademoiselle. Overcome with senti­ 
ment, she wept and wept and. recovering 
herself, walked to her purse and ef­ 
fusively returned to the cadet his five 
franc investment. 
How would Venezuela continue to at­ 
tract foreign investors having dealt thus 
raffishly with the oil (and the steel) 
people? CAP smiled, and talked about 
the splendid opportunities in Venezuela 
for foreign capital, about the conver­ 
tibility of currency, the repatriation 
rights of profits, about the rapid in­ 
stitutionalization in Venezuela of a 
democratic order which is the best 
guarantee against such convulsive terms 
as are common in Latin America. 
CAP and his planners want everything, 
as soon as possible. He will tell you that 
he thinks it altogether possible that oil as 
fuel will be anachronized by the end of 
th e 
c e n t u r y , e v e n 
if oil as a 
petrochemical will be valuable into the 
far reaches of history. Under the circum­ 
stances. burn the oil, spend the money 
now. develop a strong capital base; 
eliminate 
poverty; 
raise educational 
standards 


In doing this he has difficulties For 
one thing. Venezuelans do not like to stay 
out in the farms, preferring the city, 
never mind the squalor of their lives For 
another, generations of what one would 
em phatically call a pre-W atergate 
morality make the journey of a federal 
dollar dispatched to relieve a poor fami­ 
ly notoriously hazards, arriving, typical­ 
ly, only in highly emaciated form For 
still another, there is the specter of that 
political instability which for a while 
made a mockery of the vaulting rhetoric 
of the great liberator. Simon Bolivar 
One hundred and fifty-five governments 
in one hundred and twenty-five years 


But beginning fifteen years ago, it ap­ 
peared the democratic roots had begun 
to sink. As so often is the case. Ven- 
zuelan democrats overdid it, extending 
the franchise even to the illiterate But 
the hard, revolutionary left has only six 
per cent of the vote, and — CAP smiles 
— that isn’t enough 
Although he is 
prominent as a leader of the Third 
World, the President has in his office, 
beside the great canvas of Simon 
Bolivar, only two busts Ont of them is of 
Abraham Lincoln, the other of Winston 
Churchill He ought to have, besides, the 
scalp of John D. Rockefeller. But he is 
too good natured to flaunt his triumphs
